The  foliage  is  thick  and  of  a nice 
green  shade.  Flowers  are  violet  blue  color 
and  star  shape.  They  bloom  for  several 
weeks  during  the  Early  Spring.  Flowers 
are  often  used  for  funeral  work  but  prin- 
cipal use  is  for  bedding  or  for  borders.  You 
will  find  them  profitable  if  forced  also  as 
they  will  bloom  about  Christmas.  Cool 
temperature  is  best  when  forced,  about  same 
as  freesias.
